I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1948.  This  year  is  a landmark  in  the  history  of  Public  Health  and 
the  National  Health  Service  and  National  Insurance  Acts  impKDrtant 
milestones. 

These  Acts  came  into  force  on  the  5th  July  and  will  remove 
much  of  the  fear  of  poverty,  so  often  associated  with  the  injury  or 
illness  of  the  breadwinner. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  has  had  its  “ teething  ” 
troubles  and  appears  to  be  having  a great  deal  of  “ growing  ” 
pains,  but  I feel  sure  it  will  develop  into  full  growth  and  will  be  a 
model  for  the  world. 

We  are  reaping  the  benefit  of  our  Immunisation  Scheme  for 
Diptheria.  Only  one  positive  case  of  this  dreaded  infective  disease 
was  notified  during  the  year. 

We  had  a widespread  epidemic  of  Measles  in  the  second  quar- 
ter of  the  year  but  fortunately  without  any  deaths. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Surveyor,  the  Rating  Department, 
and  the  Housing  Surveyor  for  information  included  in  my  report. 

I wish  to  give  my  personal  thanks  to  the  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department  who  were  at  all  times  ready  with  their  willing  assist- 
ance and  co-operation.

MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  ANNUAL  REPORT 


Area 

Since  1986  the  acreage  has  remained  at  9,274. 

Present  density  of  population  is  3.29  persons  per  acre. 
Highest  density  of  population  (in  1925)  was  3.96  persons  per 
acre. 


Population 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  our  mid-1948  civilian 
population  is  30,550  (an  increase  of  150  on  last  year)  of  which 
children  0 to  4 years  (inclusive)  account  for  2,604  and  children  5 
to  14  years  (inclusive)  account  for  4,560. 

At  the  1931  census  the  population  stood  at  32,363. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  1948  was  8,715. 

The  density  of  persons  per  houses  was  therefore  3.5. 

Rateable  Value 

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  is  now  £123,686  and  excludes 
Freight,  Transport  and  Electrical  Hereditaments.  The  average 
rateable  value  per  head  of  population  is  £4  Os.  lid.  The  estimated 
product  of  a Id.  rate  is  £463. 

Industries  of  the  District 

These  are  chiefly  mining  and  ancillary  industries  for  produc- 
tion of  coke  and  other  by-products.  There  are  also  Iron  and  Steel 
Engineering  Works,  Iron  Foundries  and  Chemical  Works.  Blay- 
don  is  also  a railway  centre  with  large  Locomotive  Sheds. 

Agriculture — chiefly  dairy  farming — ^is  also  an  important 
industry  in  the  area. 


Physical  Features 

Hilly  area,  Blaydon  and  Rowlands  Gill  lie  low,  Winlaton  and 
Chopwell  high.  The  rivers  Tyne  and  Derwent  form  parts  of  the 
boundary.

Ambulance  Facilities 

Durham  County  Council  provide  the  ambulance  ser\dce  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

Doctors,  Nurses  and  Dentists  requiring  an  ambulance  for  any 
of  their  patients  contact  the  nearest  Ambulance  Control,  the  Officer- 
in-Charge  of  which  arranges  for  the  necessary  transport. 

In  the  case  of  an  accident  or  other  serious  emergency  ainy 
responsible  person  may  summon  an  ambulance  by  telephoning  the 
Ambulance  Control. 

The  nearest  Ambulance  Control  to  Blaydon  is  at  the  Ambu- 
lance Station,  Villa  Real,  Consett.  (Telephone  No.  CONSETT 
411.) 


District  Nursing 

The  County  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority  under  Sec- 
tion 25  of  Ihe  National  Health  Service  Act  for  the  provision  of  a 
Home  Nursing  Service,  but  does  not  employ  home  nurses  directly. 
This  Service  is,  at  the  present  time,  provided  by  the  County  Nurs- 
ing Association  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  any  requests  for  a district  nurse  should  be 
made  to  the  nurses  resident  in  the  district  or  to  the  Superintendent 
of  the  County  Nursing  Association,  30,  New  Elvet,  Durham. 
(Telephone  DURHAM  837.) 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics 

Clinics  for  school  children,  maternity  and  child  welfare  are 
provided  by  the  County  Authority  at  various  centres  throughout 
the  district. 

Dental  and  Sun-ray  treatment  are  available  for  mothers  and 
children  at  the  Axwell  Park,  Blaydon  clinic  which  is  the  main 
centre  in  the  district. 


Hospital  Provision 


The  provision  of  Hospital,  Sanatorium  and  Maternity  Home 
accommodation  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne  Regional  Hospital  Board  on  the  5th  July,  1949. 

Infectious  Diseases: 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  removed  to  Normans  Riding 
Hospital  which  comes  under  the  Gateshead  and  District  Hospitd 
Management  Committee.  This  hospital  has  a total  bed  complement 
of  76,  of  which  26  are  available  for  Thoracic  Surgery. 

In  the  event  of  smallpox  occurring  in  the  district  such  cases 
would  be  treated  at  the  Langley  Paxk  Hospital. 

Venereal  Diseases: 

These  are  treated  at  the  Venereal  Disease  Clinic,  City  Hospital, 
Westgate  Road,  Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  Over,  Infectious  Diseases 

During  the  year  584  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were 
received,  16  of  which  proved  negative.  Scarlet  Fever  (93),  Whoop- 
ing Cough  (90),  and  Measles  (366)  were  most  prevalent. 

Enteric  Fever 

One  case  notified. 

Smallpox 

No  cases  occurred. 

Typhus 

No  cases  occurred. 

Scarlet  Fever 

93  positive  cases  were  notified.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria 

Five  suspect  cases  were  notified  of  which  four  proved  nega- 
tive. The  child  who  did  contract  the  disease  had  not  completed  the 
Immunisation  course. 

Diphtheria  Prophylaxis 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  of  children  of  all  ages  is  now 
the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 

The  percentage  of  children  immunised  in  this  area  is  fairly 
high  as  indicated  by  the  following  table.

They  are  examined  free  of  cost  to  both  practitioners  and  patients.

I have  leceived  the  following  report  on  the  Sanitary  Circum- 
stances of  the  Area  from  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Water  Supply 

No  alteration  took  place  in  the  sources  of  supply  from  those 
existing  in  former  years  and  with  the  exception  of  a few  isolated 
farm  premises  and  Stella,  who  have  private  supplies,  all  the  dwell- 
ing houses  are  supplied  direct  from  the  public  mains.  The  West- 
ern part  of  the  district  together  with  Winlaton  is  supplied  by 
Durham  County  Water  Board  and  the  Eastern  part  by  Newcastle 
and  Gateshead  Water  Co. 
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The  new  9in.  pipe  line  from  Flint  Hill  Reservoir  to  the  Fan 
Blast,  Winlaton,  was  completed  and  on  the  9th  November  the 
water  was  turned  on,  and  Winlaton  and  Barlow  are  now  being 
satisfactorily  supplied  with  water. 

The  water  supply  in  the  area  is  of  good  quality  and  I have 
pleasirre  in  again  reporting  that  no  cases  of  lead  poisoning  due  to 
water  supplies  have  been  reported. 

Closet  Accommodation 

During  the  year  9 ashclosets  and  ashpit  privies  were  con- 
verted into  water  closets,  a grant  towards  the  cost  being  made  in 
each  case.  528  additional  water  closets  were  provided  in  newly 
erected  dwelling  houses  and  5 installed  in  business  premises  bring- 
ing the  total  number  of  water  closets  in  the  district  to  9,327.  Ash- 
closets total  463  and  ashpit  privies  154. 

Household  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

With  the  exception  of  Barlow  where  the  scavenging  is  carried 
out  by  contract,  the  whole  of  this  district  is  scavenged  by  direct 
labour. 

Ashbins  are  emptied  twice  weekly  as  circumstances  permit 
and  ash-closets  and  ashpit  privies  once  per  week. 

The  work  was  carried  out  regularly  and  on  the  whole  satis- 
factorily throughout  the  year. 

Tipping  is  controlled  at  each  point  of  disposal. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  whole  of  the  work  was  being  car- 
ried out  by  mechanical  transport,  two  3 ton  Dennis  refuse  collec- 
tors and  two  3 ton  Vulcan  refuse  collectors  being  regulcixly  in 
operation  while  one  3 ton  Vulcan  was  held  as  a reserve  vehicle.

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Shops  and  Offices 

Food  sales  shops  throughr^at  the  district  were  inspected  and 
it  was  found  that  some  of  the  premises  did  not  conform  with  ihe 
provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  and  Shops  Acts  respecting  sani- 
taiy  accommodation,  and  hot  and  cold  water  facilities.  These 
contraventions  were  drawn  to  the  attention  of  the  occupiers  of  the 
shops  concerned  and  steady  progress  is  now  being  made  towards 
remedying  the  faults. 

No  statutory  action  was  taken  during  the  year. 

Camping  Sites 

There  are  no  licenced  camping  sites  in  the  area. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs 

Seven  private  houses  and  three  council  houses,  found  to  be 
infested  with  bed  bugs  were  sprayed  with  an  insectide  containing 
5%  D.D.T.  with  satisfactory  results. 

Other  Infestations 

A number  of  minor  infestations  of  silver  fish  and  cockroaches 
were  successfully  dealt  with  by  this  department. 

' Picture  Halls 

Nine  picture  halls  are  operating  in  this  area.  These  are  kept 
in  fairly  satisfactory  order. 

Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  in  the  area. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction 

No  statutory  action  under  the  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act 
was  taken  during  the  year.  The  annual  contract  between  the 
Council  and  County  Council  for  the  services  of  the  County  Rats 
Executive  Officer  for  the  destruction  of  rats  on  the  Council's  tips 
and  sewage  works  was  again  renewed. 

Complaints  received  of  the  presence  of  rats  in  shop  premises, 
factories,  dwelling  houses,  piggeries,  etc.,  are  investigated  forth- 
with and  the  necessary  action  taken. 

The  bi-annual  prebaiting  and  poisoning  of  the  sewer  man- 
holes was  again  carried  out  with  fairly  successful  results.

Housing 

The  requisitions  of  a number  of  the  Notices  under  Section 
Eleven  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  outstanding  from  the  previous 
year  were  complied  with.  Similar  action  taken  in  respect  of  two 
dwelling  houses  during  1948  resulted  in  the  essential  repairs  being 
carried  out. 

Complaints  respecting  structural  defects,  foul  conditions,  etc., 
were  investigated  and  informal  notices  served  where  necessary. 
A tabulated  summary  of  complaints  dealt  with  is  given  on  page  16.

Milk  and  Dairies  Order  1926 

Cowsheds  and  dairies  in  the  district  were  inspected  and  found 
to  be  kept  in  reasonably  clean  condition. 

Improvements  were  carried  out  at  a number  of  farms  owned 
by  the  National  Coal  Board. 

Samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year  for  bacteriological 
examination,  the  majority  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 

Copies  of  the  reports  were  forwarded  to  the  producers  con- 
cerned and  where  the  samples  proved  unsatisfactory  the  farms  were 
revisited  and  methods  to  improve  the  cleanliness  of  the  milk  dis- 
cussed with  the  dairymen. 

Ice  Cream 

There  are  six  ice  cream  manufacturers  in  the  area  whose 
premises  are  inspected  and  their  ice  cream  sampled  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  from  time  to  time. 

Whilst  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  are  not 
being  wholly  complied  with  at  the  moment  all  the  manufacturers 
are  endeavouring  to  acquire  the  necessary  appliances,  these  still 
being  in  short  supply,  which  will  enable  them  to  do  so. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods 

Inspections  of  premises  where  food  is  sold,  prepared  or  manu- 
factured for  sale  were  made. 

The  following  quantity  of  food,  found  to  be  unsound,  was 
voluntarily  surrendered  and  so  disposed  of  to  prevent  it  being  used 
for  the  food  of  man.
